WASHINGTON, July 5.—The Farm 
Board will be organized wifn Alexan- 
der Legge as chairman and James 
Cc. Stone as vice chairman on July 
15, according to President Hoover, 
who announced today that he had 
called the six members so far chosen 
to gather on that date with the ex- 
pectation that perhaps the full board 
will have been named before that 
time. , 

The board consists of nine mem- 
bers, including -Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Hyde as a member ex-officio. 
In addition to him and Messrs 
Legge and Stone, C. B. Denman, 
Car] Williams and Charles C. Teague 
have been appointed. 

It is the opinion of the President 
that there should be no further de- 
lay in starting farm relief and that 
since those already appointed form a 
majority of the board, they can or- 
zanize, establish quarters and be pre- 
pared to function by Aug. 1. He is

~—Four dry raiders, who are said to 
have shot and killed a farmer and 
so wounded his brother-in-law that 
he died this afternoon while search- 
ing his farm at Tecumseh, forty 
miles from this place, yesterday, 
were formally charged with murder 
today.

Thomason, veteran prohibition direc- | 
tor for Pottawatomie County, has 
not been located by authorities. He} 
is believed to be in hiding or in con- | 
ference with his superiors.

NEW ORLEANS, July ov.—In a vain 
attempt by the Public Service Com- 
pany to resume street car service to- 
dav, two men were shot, one fatally, 
hundreds were injured by paving 
stones and a street car and service 
truck were burned at the foot of 
Canal Street with 20,000 persons 
looking on. 

At noon the city council ordered 
the traction company to desist in 
its efforts to run cars, in order to 
stop the rioting and bloodshed. At 
the same time the council initiated 
efforts for the resumption of nego- 
tiations between the strikers and 
the company. Those efforts had 
borne no fruit by night-fall beyond 
a preliminary meeting of the attor- 
neys for both sides. 

Canal Street, 
business thoroughfare, was a scene 
of wildest disorder starting at 7 
o'clock this morning when the first 
car nosed its way out of the barn 
bearing a police captain and three 
patrolmen as guards. It was met 
with a volley of rocks. It -ontinped 
its way into the business section 
harassed on both sides by a swarm 
of motor cars carrying strike sym- 
pathizers and loads of paving blocks: 

The car completed its first round 
with its windows shattered. Soon 
after it started on its second round 


!and an even heavier fusillade greeted 


it. Shots spurted from the car and 
two men fell. An autoist who was 
passing stopped and he and his wife 
fled. 

The occupants of the car were 
pelted with stones and brick and the 
car was taken back into the barn.

Rain Tempers Heat, Which Goes to 85 Degrees; 
Wind Fells Trees and Blows Down Wires 





After enjoying a cool and pleasant 
Fourth of July New York yesterday 
was subjected to some whimsical 
weather. Starting at 1 A. M. with 
a low mark of 66 degrees the ther- 
mometer steadily rose, increasing 
discomfort, to 85 degrees shortly 
after 3 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Then rain fell all over the city, send- 
ing the thermometer downward 
again. With the rain came light- 
ning and high winds that caused 
considerable damage on Staten Is- 
land and in the Rockaways. New 
Jersey also was hit hard. 

After racing through the storm to 
reach the shelter of the Presbvterian 
Hospital at 168th Street and Broad- 
wav. Miss Mabel Price, 25 years old, 
of 540 Manhattan Avenue, collapsed, 
She died a few minutes later. 

When the heat of the day was at 
its peak two persons were overcome. 
Miss Helen Abramson, 18 years old, 
139 Thirty-third Street, Brooklyn, 
collapsed on the platform of the 
B. M. T. subway station at Four- 
teenth Street, Manhattan, and was 
removed to Bellevue Hospital. Miss 
Dorothy Lancaster, 22, of 509 West 
212th Street, became ill while at work 
at 70 Broad Street and was taken to 
Broad Street Hospital. 

Staten Island felt the brunt of the 
storm within the city limits. In Port 


Richmond, New Brighton, Stapleton 
and Tompkinsville the wind tore 
down several] trees and electric light 
wires, while fhe rain flooded the 
streets and cellars. The police esti- 
mated the damage at $100,000 and 
had a hard time unsnarling the New 
Jersey bridge traffic. 


The wind tore down three high- 
tenson wires on Cornaga Avenue, 
Far Rockaway. The police reserves 
were called out to prevent pedes- 
trians and motorists from coming in 
contact with the dangling wires. 
Wires were blown down and trees 
uprooted in Nassau County. 

New Jersey came in for a share of 
lashing from the storm, Montclair, 
Cedar Grove and Upper Montclair 
getting the worst of it. Residents 
said the storm seemed to concentrate 
in an area about a half-mile wide and 
about five miles long. A tree tore 
through the roof of the home of 

. W. Bretlaw on Egmont Road. 
Upper Montclair. The wind blew 
down two garages on Summit Ave- 
nue, Cedar Grove, and felled trees 
along the right of way of the Green- 
wood Lake division of the Erie Rail- 
road, causing a delay in westbound 
traffic. Many automobiles were ma- 
rooned by flooded streets. 

Showers are forecast for today. 
The temperature will be moderate, 
with fresh southwest winds, the 
weather man said.

GENEVA, July 5.—King Fuad of 
Egypt was received by the League 
of Nations Secretariat in the Council 
chamber today with a _ formality 


which is conspicuous by its absence 
when Premiers and Foreign Minis- 
ters come here for the sessions of 
the Assembly and Council 

The Secretariat was so little ac- 
customed to the pomp associated 
with the visits of sovereigns that it 
almost forgot to provide a throne 
for the occasion. None of the chairs 
in the building being considered 
sufficiently ornate, second-hand stores 
were searched until one whose. spa- 
ciousness and red upholstery gave it 
a royal air was found and rented for 
the occasion 

Having thus got into the spirit 
of the occasion, the Secretariat car- 
ried it to the point of adopting regal 
style, issuing a communiqué to the 
effect that the representatives of the 
press ‘‘would be permitted"’ to attend 
the ceremony provided they wore 
dark clothes. One British correspon- 
dent who appeared in a checkered 
suit was hurried into an alcove when 
the Egyptian King with his cortege 





entered the building. 
The trouble taken to provide a 
throne was almost yorted, the King 


using its edge for a seat only a few 
seconds before Acting Secretary Gen- 
eral Avenol read a brief welcoming 
address, to which Fuad then read a 
short response. 

Egypt is not a member of tue 
League. chiefly, it is understood, be- 
cause of British opposition. This 
delicate topic was discreetly avoided 
in both speeches, though some saw 
an indirect allusion to Cairo’s desire 
to have its independence recognized 
by membership in the League in this 
statement of King Fuad’s: 

‘‘Each time Egypt has been invited 
to international meetings under the 
auspices of the League she has been 
happy to participate."’ 

After the speeches M. Aveno! pre- 
sented the officials of the Secretariat, 
all of whom appeared, as instructed, 
in formal attire, with none of the 
women violating the order to cover 
their arms modestly with long sleeves 
so as not to shock Moslem sensibili- 
ties. Save for the brilliant red fezzes 
of the King and his suite, the gath- 
ering was as somber as a funeral.

Belgian Editor, Caught 


in Spray of Geyser 


In Yellowstone Park, Suffers Fatal Burns

YELLOWSTONE PARK, Wyo., 
July 5.—Georges Landoy, editor of 
La Matin of Antwerp, died here 
tonight as a result of severe burns 
received last evening when he. and 
other European journalists visiting 
the park were enveloped in the boil- 
ing spray of Castle Geyser as it sud- 
denly burst forth in a periodic erup- 
tion. 

M. Landoy was rushed to the hos- 
pital for treatment. Others in the 
party, although burned by the spray, 
are not in serious condition, it is be- 
lieved.

The spe- 
cial flying report for ‘‘Bob’’ Gast 
and Cramer, the pilots, and Robert 
Wood, the navigator, issued at | 
A. M. today, held no note of opti- 
mism. 

It stated that the barometric pres- 
sure continued low over the Eastern 
part of the Dominion, and that 
deep depression was centred near 
Port Burwell and moving slowly 
eastward and northeastward. Fog 
and rain prevailed at Port Burwell. 
The forecast was for a mostly over- 
cast sky over the route the fliers 
are to traverse on the next hop, with 
rain, fog and possibly snow and sleet 
near the eastern terminus through 
the day. 

A faint hope for better 
weather today came in a message 
from the Port Burwell station. 
reported that at noon the barometer 
stood at 29.40, that visibility was 
eight miles and that the wind was 
from the northwest. 

The slight rise in the barometric 
pressure over the night before, ac- 
cording to W. B. Carlson, the Green- 
Jand weather expert who is assisting 
The Chicago Tribune in interpreting 
the reports received, may mean that 
the centre of the lowest pressure has 
passed to the south of Port Burwell 
and is advancing toward Greenland’s 
coast. .

SENTENCE OF W. S. BURNS 


Was for “Shadowing” Not for 
“Tampering With” the Sinclair Jury 


The report of the affirmation by 
the Supreme Court of the sentence 
imposed on W. Sherman Burns and 
other respondents in the Fall-Sin- 
clair jury case printed in THs New 
York TIMES on June 23, stated that 
sentences had been imposed for 
“contempt of court by tampering 
with’’ the jury.

LONDON, July 3.—Memories of the 
great war were buried still deeper

States and Germany, announced that 
German students once again would 
receive Rhodes scholarships to study 
at Oxford University. 

The German Rhoaes scholars left 
Oxford at the outbreak of the great 
war, and since then none has been 
admitted by the Rhodes trustees. In 
1916 a codicil to Cecil Rhodes’s will 
directing that five annual scholar- 
ships should be appropriated to Ger- 
many, to be awarded by the German 
Emperor, was canceled by act of 
Parliament and an equivalent num- 
ber of scholarships appropriated for

Mr. Baldwin. who is one of the 
Rhodes trustees, said at the dinner 
tonight that the trustees, subject to 
the consent of the university author- 
ities, would establish two German 
scholarships annually, tenable for 
two years only. This would enable 
four German scholars to be con- 
stantly in residence at Oxford. 

Ten German Rhodes scholars of 
pre-war days were present, includ- 
ing Count Albrecht von Bernstorff, 
counselor of the German Ambassy in 
London. 


Referring to the advantages ob- 


tained by associating with people of | 


other nations and alluding to his own 
foreign travels, the Prince of Walés 
said: 

‘““Men and women can only under- 
stand the foreign viewpoint if they 
have an opportunity of visiting other 
countries or meeting and getting’ to 
know the people of those countries. 

“This is what the Rhodes scholars 
will gain from their time at Oxford, 
Out of fifty-seven Rhodes scholars, 
ten were killed in the World War, 
including the son of Chancéllor von 
Bethmann MHoliweg. Their names 
are inscribed on the roll of honor in 
the new Rhodes House. 

In one of the two lettérs preesnted, 
Mr. Rhodes apparently déalt only 
with British colonial students, the 
best of whom he recommended to be 
sent to different parts of the world 
“‘to maintain the imperial thought.’’

London Vestris Inquiry Is Concluded; 
Stokers Who Quit Hold Absolved of Blame

LONDON, July 5.—The Board of 
Trade inquiry into the sinking of the 
Vesiris .with a loss of 112 lives was 
concluded today after forty days of 
taking evidence and ‘of reviews by 
attorneys. It was the most protract- 
ed inquiry ever held under the Mer- 
chant Shipping act. 


Apart from being the most pro- 
tracted inquiry the Board of Trade 
ever held—it lasted three days longer 
than the Titanic inquiry—a high of- 
ficial estimated tonight that it 
would also be the most costly, proba- 
bly reaching a total of more than 


“Attorneys’ and court fees will 
amount to about $75,000 and the 
bulk of the other $75,000 is accounted 
for by the great cost of bringing 
about fifty witnesses from the 
United States,’’ said this official.

$200,000 BONDS TODAY 
— 'RELIGIOUS TRAINING URGED. 


Drawing Is for Three Times as 
Mach as Is Required 
by Law.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, July 5.— 
Rapid amortization of the guaran- 
teed 5 per cent 1918 customs bonds 
under American supervision is sav- 
ing Nicaragua large amounts of in- 


terest. Nicaragua will redeem $200,- 
000 of these bonds tomorrow at a 
drawing to be held by the President, 
High Commissioner and Collector 
General of Customs Irving A. Lind- 
berg, and Antonio Barberena, the 
Nicaraguan Minister of Finance. 

At 10 A. M. General Dion Williams, 
commanding General of the United 
States marines here, Acting Ameri- 
can Minister Matthew E. Hanna, Mr. 
Lindberg, Senor SBarberena and 
other prominent officials of the 
Nicaraguan Government, will gather 


at the National Bank where Mr. | 


Lindberg will hold the largest draw- 
ing of Nicaraguan bonds ever held. 
The amount to be redeemed is three 
times as much as is required by law. 

The excellent showing is attributed 
to the extraordinarily large customs 
receipts and to the peace maintained 
by United States marines and the 
Nicaraguan National Guard. 

The bonds mature in 1953, but all 
of them probably will be redeemed 
seventeen years before that time, 
thus saving Nicaragua more than 
$3,000,000 in interest. The total issue 
was $3,750,000.

Looking at the prospect of these 
negotiations, one is forced to the con- 


clusion that, assuming neither Pre- 
mier MacDonald nor Ambassador 
Dawes knows a great deal about the 
fighting powers of warships, the ex- 
perts, despite all the unpleasant 
things said about them, must play a 
big réle in preparing the position of 
either country. Although there is 
just as much probability now as two 
years ago that the experts would not 
agree, there apparently is a real pub- 
lic desire in the two countries that 
an agreement be reached. 

As Premier MacDonald indicated 
in the House of Commons two days 
ago, the accord between Britain and 
America is essentially an all-round 
naval agreement, so he and Ambas- 
sador Dawes are keeping the Ambas- 
sador of France, Italy and Japan in- 
formed of the progress of their con- 
versations. And this is well, because 
any prior agreement between Lon- 
don and Washington would arouse 
certain apprehensions in other quar- 
ters if those quarters were in ignor- 
ance of what was going on. 

Indeed, in Freuch quarters one 
hears it recalled that the last time 
Britain and America got together on 
a naval program at the Washington 
naval conference France’s relative 
position was practically dictated to 
her. And that position of equality 
with Italy has always displeased the 
French. Therefore, it can only add 
now to the prospects of final success 
if the French are protected against 
any disposition to think Washington 
and London are going to decide for 
them what ships they should have. 

This position is not made easier by 
the fact that Italy will surely insist 
that if naval limitation is extended 
to all classes of warships she will 
maintain the principle of equality 
with France as written into the 
Washington naval treaty. On the 
other hand, it is entirely possible 


that the Japanese may wish the 
5-5-3 ratio stretched in their favor 
as regards craft smaller than batile- 
ships.

Caldwell Declares Wave Lengths 
There Should Be Straightened 
Out Immediately.

Immediate steps should be taken to 
straighten out the broadcasting wave 
lengths in South America before they 
become hopelessly overcrowded, ac- 
cording to O. H. Caldwell, former 
Radio Commissioner, who foresees a 
large market for radio apparatus 
made in the United States if broad- 
casting is cultivated properly in Latin 
America as a social agency. 

He points out that reports from 
South American importers of United 
States radio sets indicate that dur- 
ing the present Southern Winter 
(June, July and August) the wave 


lengths there are already becoming 
cluttered up with heterodyne howis. 
The individual governments are issu- 
ing broadcasting licenses to their 
ow stations, but no international 
authority has yet been set up to co- 
ordinate these assignments through- 
out the South American Continent. 
Mr. Caldwell urges that the South 
American nations do not delay a con- 
ference and broadcasting realloca- 
tion similar to those recently carried 
out on the continents of both Europe 
and North America. 

“In tropical countries power is of 
the utmost importance in overcom- 
ing static, the bane of radio in all 
regions around the Equator,’ Mr. 
Caldwell asserts in Electricidad in 
America. ‘It is power—high power 
broadcasting—that can make radio 
reach the ranches and farms. Power 
aid power only can drive strong, 
sharp signals through the racket and 
roar of Summer or tropic interfer- 
ence.”’

MARTHA NORELIUS 
JOINS PRO RANKS 


Olympic Champion and Holder 
of Many World’s Swim Records 
Abandons Amateur Status. 


ENTERS WRIGLEY MARATHON 


Will Compete in Toronto Event on 
Aug. 23—First Gained Attention 
as Novice in 1923. 


Miss Martha Norelius of the Wo- 
men’s Swiming Association of New 
York, winner of the Olympic 400- 
meter free-style championship in 1924 
and 1928 and holder of most of the 
world’s records from 100 yards to 
500 yards, announced yesterday that 
she had turned professional and 
would compete in the Wrigley mara- 
thon for women at Toronto on 
Aug. 23. 

Miss Norelius is under indefinite 
suspension by the Amateur Athleti¢ 
Union on charges of giving unauthor- 
ized swimming exhibitions. The sus- 
pension first was meted out last Jan- 
uary. Miss Norelius was permitted 


to compete in the indoor champion- 
ships under protest, and when the 
title events were over the A. A. U. 
decided to continue the suspension. 

In a statement yesterday the star 
swimmer said she gave no unauthor- 
ized exhibitions and as she could 
not see much hope in an immediate 
revocation of the ban, she might as 
well become a professional. 

Miss Norelius first drew attention 


in 1923 when she won a 100-yard 


swim for novices in the then remark- 
able time of 1:14. She leaped into 
international prominence the follow- 
ing year when she made the Amer- 
ican Olympic team and won the 400- 
meter world’s classic at Paris. 

From then on she has improved in 
bounds, winning national titles at 
every semi-annual meet and smash- 
ing universal records right and left. 
She repeated her Olympic 400-meter 
victory at Amsterdam last Summer 
and she now holds the national in- 
door championships at 100, 220 and 
500 yards and the outdoor ones at 
440 and 880 yards. 

She is generally recognized as the 
greatest all around swimmer of her 
sex ever developed and she was de- 
clared to be the most perfect stylist 
at the last Olympic games.

| track and field stars battled the ele- 
| ments for the third successive day in 


the closing program of the National 
A. A. U. championships at the Den- 
ver University Stadium today. All 
was serene when they started. The 
flags drooped lazily at the mast 
heads and a bright sun ‘beamed over- 
head, but soon the wind had the 
flags whipping about and the meet 
had no sooner finished'than a thun- 
derstorm broke with tropical fury to 
drench the field and the few spec- . 
tators of the original crowd of 6,000 
that remained. 

But once more the sheer class of 
the field enabled it to triumph over 
adversity as the athletes extended 
the record toll for the three-day car- 
nival to thirteen, with one world's 
mark, one American standard and 
two meet records today. 

The brawny right arm of Herman 
Brix of the Los Angeles A. C., twice 
national shot-put champion. tossed 
the 8-pound shot 67 feet 11% inches 
to surpass the world’s standard of 
67 feet 7 inches made by Ralph Rose 
in 1907, and the all-around skill of 
Ken Doherty of the Cadillac A. C., 
Detroit, brought him his second suc- 
cessive national decathlon title with 
a new American mark of 17,784.68 
points, more than 200 better than 
Fait Elkins’s aggregate of 7,574.42.

| clipped six-tenths of a second off the 


meet mark of 3:176-10 for the one- 
mile relay and the Los Angeles A. 
C. sprint relay team of Charlie Pad- 
dock, Milton Maurer, Maurice Guy- 
er and Frank Wykoff lowered the 
880-yard championship figures from 
1:27 4-10 to 1:26 4-10. 

Although he won only two of the 
ten events embodied in the grueling 
decathlon test, and even went so far 
as to place seventh in three of them, 
the lean but muscular Doherty was 
never far behind the leaders in 
points in any one of them. His 
seventh in the 400-meter run cost 
him only 109 points; his seventh in 
the discus penalized him only 101 
points, and his seventh in the shot 
gave him a deficit over Dan Beattie, 
the winner there and a competitor 
who did not finish, of only 181 points. 

And so it went all down the line. 
On the other hand, Wilson (Buster) 
Charles, the 19-year-old full-blooded 
Oneida Indian from Haskell Insti- 
tute, won three firsts and two sec- 
onds, and dropped back badly in the 
pole vault. 

While he lasted, though, Charles 
turned in two remarkable perform- 
ances. One was a 100-meter race 
of 0:10 8-10, the identical figures 
Percy Williams achieved in winning 
the Olympic 100-meter final. Tho 
other was a 400-meter run in 0:52, 
time that was made a few min- 
utes after he had so badly injured 
his left ankle in high jumping that

over the Detroit star, Charles regis- 
tering 4,150.87 points to 3,915.17 for 
Doherty. Wert Engleman of South 
Dakota’ State College was third at 
this stage in the proceedings with 
3,747.923 points. 

Immediately after the noon recess 
the totals of Doherty and Engleman 
began to mount, while that of 
Charles dropped. After the sixth 
event, the 110-meter high hurdles 
race, Charles had 4,846 points, 
Doherty 4,810 and Engleman 4.681. 
Another test, the discus throw, 
brought the three leaders even closer 
together. Charlies had 5,574 points, 
Engleman 5,570 and Doherty 5,545. 
Then came the pole vault and 
Charles was through. 

Doherty and Engleman swept past 
him and stayed out in front until the 
last man straggled over the line in 
the 1,500-meter run. And that last 
man was Engleman, and with that 
drab climax to a good day’s work 
the South Dakota athlete dropped 
back to fourth place in the final 
tabulation as Verne Kennedy of War- 
ren™ «rs, "+e Teachers College,

second place. Kennedy tallied 
7.362.003 points to 7,240.035 for the 
Indian. 

One of the best, if not the very 
best, performences of the day was 
the anchor leg of Leo Lermond' of 
the Boston A. A., America’s premier 
miler and champion, in the two-mile 
relay race. Lermond, running the 
first competitive half mile he ever 
raced in his life, stepped on the 
track at the precise time that the 
wind had the grace to die down and 
covered the distance in 1:53 6-10, 
time equal to the meet 880-yard Zec- 
ord that the great Phil Edwards 
could not touch yesterday.

Only a super-athlete could have 
covered the half in the time and 
fashion that Lermond did today. 
Not having the faintest idea of pace 
at the distance, Lermond merely ran 
as fast as he could all the way, 


never faltering, scarcely ever slow- 
ing down in his headlonz flight.

When greeted by a 
delegation at the City Hall as the 
man sure to be Mayor for another 
term, he said that it must be as yet 
quite “ uncertain’ whether he would 
be even nominated. This was cer- 
tainly not intended to raise a doubt 
about the motives or plans of Tam- 
many. Mr. WALKER did not deny 
that the nomination would come to 
him if he did not push it away. But 
secmingly he wished to convey the 
thought that he had not yet fully 
made up his own mind. At one time, 
as it will be remembered, he de- 
clared thet he never would run for 
office again, so eager was he to re- 
tire to private life. But later, when 
the rapid transit fight grew hot 
and furious, Mayor WALKER stated 
thet it would absolutely compel 
him to hold on for another term. 
Why, then, this recent admission of 
uncertainty ? 

It was, of course, merely casual 
and tentative, not at all conclusive or 
winding, Yet it appeared to indicate 
“hat the Mayor wants some assur- 
ances which he is now without. Per- 
haps he merely wishes to be wooed; 
to be besought to stand again; 
to be assured that without him his 
varty and Tammany Hall would not 
‘\kaow where to turn. It is difficult, 
however, to think of Mayor WALKER 
long remaining in this mood. He 
would not wish to be classified. as 
“uncertain, coy, and hard to please.” 
Accordingly, the city may expect, 
after this period pf hot-weather las- 
situde has passed, that the Mayor 
will decide that he wants it, will not 
be hanpy till he gets it, and will go 
after it vigorously. 











BLAMING OUR ANCESTORS. 


It has been the custom to blame 
our ancestors for many of the evils 
that beset New York City today.. 
GOUVERNEUR MorRIS and his asso- 
ciat«_ for e-ample, who drew up the 
‘fanhattan Plan of 1811, are often 
held largely responsible for the traf- 
fic. congestion of the present day. 
But Mr. HENRY JAMES, in a review 
published by the Regional Plan Com- 
mittee, takes a more charitable view 
of their efforts. To be sure, they did 
impose on nature the familiar 
atrait-jacket that we know as the 
*“checker-board pettern” of city 
streets. They did not furnish as 
many north and south avenues as 
we should like, and they were chary 
of the circles and diagonals that 
heve contributed both to the beauty 
and traffic efficiency of Washing- 








ton. They took *jittle account of 
topography, running their streets 
ruthlessly through hills and valleys, 
and failing to preserve the charm 
and variety of the original terrain. 
The rigidity of their plan has caused 
architects to join in the lament of 
the older OLMSTED: ‘“ Where in New 
“York can one find ground for any- 
“thing to compare with St. Peter’s 
“in Rome, or the Madeleine in Paris, 
“or St. Paul’s in London? ” 

However, they did the best they 
could, at least in the judgment of 
Mr. JAMES. They were empowered 
to lay out streets and parks, but 
were given no authority to control 
private property. In their day no- 
body understood the relation be- 
tween city street systems and land 
uses. They were bold enough to 
estimate that the population of the 
city would be quadrupled within half 
a century, and to make their plans 
accordingly. Who can blame them 
for not foreseeing that the growth 
would be more than twice that rate? 
It is easy enough in retrospect to 
make fun of their conclusion that 
“it is improbable that for centuries 
“to come the grounds north of Har- 
“lem flat will be covered with 
“houses,” but we should probably 
have regarded that as a safe proph- 
ecy had we been living in their day. 
Their belief in a multiplicity of cross 
streets, too, is understandable at a 
time when there were no railroads 
or rapid transit lines, and the prin- 
cipal communication was by water. 

If nothing of their devising save 
a monotonous:street scheme which 
is obstructive to the city’s outward 
push can be found here today; if 
a large part of Manhattan is as 
dreary as a desert without an oasis, 
and nearly as uninhabitable as a 
railroad crossing at train time; if 
her citizens are jostled, uncomfort- 
able and bewildered in their own 

home, it is not because the com- 
missioners did a poor piece of 
work. 

Their task was. circumscribed. 
They could not foresee the new era 
that was to dawn with steam and 
electricity, much less the coming of 
the motor age. The unpardonable 
sin would be to repeat their mis- 
takes. The planner of today must 
“splash at a ten-league canvas,” 
thinking in terms not merely of 
Manhattan, or even of the greater 
city, but of the whole region round 
about. He must look ahead, but not 
too far. The Regional Plan Com- 
mittee has fixed its eyes on condi- 
tions in the year 1965. Beyond that 
the city of the future is only the 
stuff of dreams. The planner’s task 
is never done. That is one of the 
reasons why the city plan of today 
“requires a permanent authority 
“always looking ahead, always con- 
‘structive, always alert to correlate 
“the work of all agencies that have 
“to do with the carrying out of the 
“city plan and to harmonize the 
* problem of the particular section 
‘‘and of the particular function with 
“the requirements of the city as an 
“ organic whole.” 








AGRICULTURE PRE-EMINENT. 


Secretary HYDE in nis address on 
agriculture to the teachers of the 
National Education Association in 
Atlanta turned the familiar proud 
Roman phrase into “ the compelling 
cry” of the American farmer. Trans- 
lated back into Latin, this would 
have matched the ‘Romanus sum” 
with “ Agricola sum.” But he would 
more appropriately have turned to 
CATO or VARRO for a Latin motto 
suited to his theme. With the aid 
of “A Virginia Farmer” whom 
President HOOVER might well have 
included in his Farm Board (FAIR- 
FAX HARRISON, president of the 
Southern Railway, who has not only 
translated but annotated these an- 
cient agricultural writings), he would 
have found in VARRO this most. fit 
proverb, explaining the success of 
the Roman farmer: ‘‘ Romanus se- 
dendo vincit’’—which in Mr. HAR- 
RISON’S rendering suggests that the 
generic farmer, whatever his coun- 
try, succeeds by thoroughness and 
patience. 

As to the dignity of the farmer, 
CATV, with Mr. HARRISON’S assis- 
tance, would have furnished the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture with this com- 
parative picture of the farmer’s 
happy lot: 

The pursuits of commerce would 
be as admirab’e as they are profit- 
able if they were not subject to 
great risks: so, likewise, of bank- 
ing, if it was always honestly con- 
ducted. For our ancestors consid- 
ered, and so ordeined in their laws, 
that, while the thief should be cast 
in double daméeges, the usurer 
should make fourfold restitution. 
From this we may judge how much 
less desirable a citizen they es- 
teemed a banker than the thief. 
When they sought to commend an 
honest man they termed him 
‘“‘good farmer.’’? This they rated 
the superlative praise. 

CATO himself did not take so un- 
favorable a view of those engaged 
in commerce, but he yet considered 
that from the tillers of the soil 
spring the best citizens and those 
who least of all men are given to 
evil counsels. Theirs are, moreover, 
the “enduring rewards which are 
most grateful and least envied.” 
Secretary .HYDE tops even CATO’S 
encomiums, however, in making the 
farmer “ the most creative, the most 
vital and the most serviceable” of 
all. 

Since CATO’s day the farmer has 
come into new relations with the 
surrounding world. No longer is he 
“beatus,” as HORACE pictures him. 
far away from business cares— 
Solutus omne fenore, “from all 





money-indebtedness free.” To thor- 
oughness (which science now insists 
upon) and patience (which nature 
exemplifies in her processes) must 
be added organization. That is the 
burden of the new agricultural 
teaching. No farmer longer lives to 
himself alone, is no longer self-suffi- 
cient. He must not only produce 
but sell that he may meet his daily 
needs; and to sell that he may buy 
he must join his neighbor in finding 
a profitable market. He has become 
so efficient in production, as the 
Secretary pointed out, that his prob- 
lem is to make his product serve 
the world’s hungry needs without 
impoverishing himself or his land 
or robbing his farm-born children 
of their birthright. 

We are, it cannot be doubted, on 
the eve of a new era in the history 
of American agriculture in which 
to a knowledge that compels thor- 
oughness is added not only the an- 
cient virtue which “ passes science ” 
but also the modern method of co- 
operation in a crowded world. For 
seed-time and harvest must not fail. 











CALIFORNIA FIRES. 


The exceptional destructiveness 
of California forest fires this Sum- 
mer is due to the combination of a 
very dry spell and strong winds. 
What started the fire that destroyed 
part of Mill Valley, one of the pleas- 
antest residential districts at the 
foot of Mount Tamalpais north of 
San Francisco, will probably never 
be known. Most such cases are the 
result of human negligence, al- 
though in the California Sierras the 
record of fires started by lightning 
is remarkably long. The distressing 
thing in this instance is that it has 
been so difficult to bring the fire 


under control. Latest reports indi- | 


cate that it has crept up the slopes 
of Mount Tamalpais, and is still out 
of hand. 

Damage caused by such fires is 
too often almost irreparable. To be 
sure, houses that have been de- 
stroyed can be rebuilt. But the 
groves of young redwoods in the 
deeper valleys, and the live-oaks, 
pepper trees and manzanita cannot 
be replaced except at excessive 
costs. Meanwhile the burned-over 
areas are more subject to erosion 
when the heavy rains come, as 
there is nothing left to bind the soil. 
This makes the natural process of 
reseeding more difficult. The net 
result is an injury which persists 
for decades. 

California has led the rest of the 
country in seeking by legislation to 
punish carelessness in starting for- 
est and brush fires. It is against 
the law in that State to throw 
lighted cigarettes out of automo- 
biles. The reason is that the humid- 
ity is so low during the dry season 
that the danger of fire is greatly 
enhanced. It appears that when the 
air passes a certain Cegree of arid- 
ity inflammability increases, with the 
result that it is much more difficult 
to check a fire even at its start. 
Residents of the Atlantic Coast. 
where long spells without rain are 
the exception, find it hard to under- 
stand the peril of fires in the dry 
regions. 

It is to be hoped that the Mill 
Valley disaster will spur Califor- 
nians to new efforts to provide ma- 
chinery for fighting forest and 
brush fires. It will be easier else- 
where to obtain satisfactory stat- 
utes if the experience of California 
can be cited as a precedent.. The 
custom is to wait until the damage 
has been done rather than to make 
appropriations to meet an emer- 
gency. Even California has sinned 
in that way. 








VERY “ OPEN” CHAMPIONSHIPS. 


Miss WILLS’s foreshadowed and 
third successive capture of the Brit- 
ish women’s singles in tennis may 
move the British press to fresh 
lament over the failure of the native- 
born to reach the high brackets of 
sports. “ What is England?” Punch 
may soon inquire in Charivaria, and 
reply to its own question: ‘* A delec- 
“table playground where foreigners 
“win all the open championships.” 
The British golf open usually ends 
with two or three’ Americans in the 
lead, raving shaken off a dogged 
Scot. The British men’s tennis cham- 
pionship of late has been warmly 
contested by two Frenchmen, and 
now two girls from California have 
snatched the tennis supremacy of 
their own sex in Great Britain. 

Americans, still bewildered by 
what seem the complexities of 
cricket, continue to make no threat- 
ening gestures in that quarter. And 
although the informed among us 
know that “rugger” is in some re- 
spects as rough a game as football, 
we show no tendency to contest in 
that earlier form of football. In 
track, in racing, in rowing and in 
swimming the British have managed 
to hold a few of their own crowns. 
And Central Park shows no sign of 
dispatching a croquet team to Hyde 
Park to breed international rivalry. 
But in tennis and golf the invaders 
long have worn the crown jewels of 
English sports, and the less said of 
boxing and polo the less hurt will be 
feelings across the water. 

Now, with Wimbledon going the 
way of Hurlingham and Tattersall’s, 
it is time for an Anglo-Norman of 
pure blood to arise and demand that 
Englishmen recapture their own. 
Our candidate for such a philippic 
is Lord HuGH CECIL, Member for 
Oxford University. For was it not 
he who, discussing in the Com- 
mons in 1918 the persannel of the 





British Peace Mission, said mourn- 
fully: “Scotsmen, a Welshman, a 
“‘member of the tribe of Judah, but, 
“save for MILNER, where shall one 
“find an English name?” 











SUN DEVOTIONALS. 


In a recent Nation is a rhapsodic 
article entitled ‘Confessions of a 
Sun-Worshiper.” STUART CHASE de- 
clares that baring the human breast 
to the sun is gathering ascendency. 
Everywhere throughout this sun- 
blessed land, he says, people are 
“unclothed and in their right minds.” 
Coming from one who has sun- 
bathed in all languages, legally -and 
illegally, Mr. CHASE’S observations 
carry weight, despite their reversal 
of the findings of purely haphazard 
investigation. To many who have 
bared their breasts not so much for 
sun ceremonials as for the pagan 
joys of swimming neat and raw, 
the covert practice of stripping on a 
desolate strand of beach or around 
the next bend in the creek has 
seemed closer to prison than smug- 
gling oil leases. Mr. CHASE has been 
persecuted for basking under open

And the current fashion of sun-tan 
shades of face powder and sun suits, 
and the scourge of ultra-violet ray 
machines, silently attest to the 
therapeutics of the sun. 

The sitters and loungers in the 
sun, stirring only under extreme

provocation, have deeper things in 


mind. “ With floods of the yellow 
“gold of the gorgeous, indolent, 
“sinking sun, burning, expanding 
“the air,” and the sweet air laving 
their bodies, their thoughts melt into 
a flow of vast content. Sun-worship, 
Mr. CHASE declares, induces “a 
“ruminative turn of mind, a sound 
“belief in the important function of 
“laziness in life, a hatred of the 
“round, silly face of a clock.” In 
short, sun-worship promotes virtue. 
Let not her who is mad walk in the 
sun, 

The problem in this era of religious 
liberty is how to worship the sun 
fully and openly, like BERNARD 
SHAW, bearded above, betoweled be- 
low, on the sands in the South of 
Europe. It is tricky business. Dis- 
cretion counseleth respect for the 
sensibilities of the unenlightened. 
Everywhere the law protects the 
rights of the clothing industries, 
carrying three-piece civilization to 
the ends of the carth. But the law 
is founded on sanity; and citizens 
condemned by soft cecal to a grimy 
sun, and by tall buildings to sunless 
apartments and offices, are often 
guite mad where sunlight floods 
unimpeded. Baked and_ bronzed, 
they entrust their civil honor to a 
foot-high dune. It may be unlawful, 
but it is balm to sickly souls. 








NO TRIUMVIRATE, 


However revered as a majestic 
whole, the Senate is not one and 
indivisible. Under its abstract form 
and entity, particularistic move- 
ments flow, undulating and diverse. 
If they did not exist, the philosophic 
observer would have to assume it 
for his own protection, since it is 
beyond his powers steadily to con- 
template the Senate in itself. To 
shield his eyes from this burning 
planet of intellect, the watcher for 
his convenience maps it out in sec- 
tions. There is always the unum- 
virate, which consists of the Mr. 
BorRAH of any calendar cay. There 
is the duodecimvirate or tredecim- 
virate of Insurgent and temporarily 
Insurgent Republicans. There is the 
grand offensive alliance of these 
and most of the Democrats. 

One Washington student invents a 
triumvirate, a Big or Not So Big 
Three, whose component parts are 
“JIM” WATSON, the titular floor 
leader, Mr. MOSES, chairman of the 
Committee on Rules, and Mr. REED 
of Pennsylvania, a younger but not 
a better soldier than Senator SMOOT, 
and second on the Finance Commit- 
tee to that convert to the sugar 
sliding-scale. Mr. SMOOT is too com- 
plicated and tentacular to be in- 
cluded in any possible “ virate.’”’ For 
years he las been, the tariff on legs. 
If, ‘sr the moment, the legs wabble, 
protectionists wil not lose their 
faith either in RELD SMOOT or REED 
the strongest holdwer-up of SMOOT’S 
hands, 

Mr. REED himself is not quite 
what he was. He has had to hear 
and confess strange things. The 
black hour has come when too many 
Republicans have ceused to ask: 
“What will Mr. GRUNDY say?” Our 
Uncle JOSEPH, that ola whipmaster 
of tariff-making, has at last become 
too prevalent. If one dared to seem 
guilty of irreverence to a famous 
Pennsylvania “institution,” one 
might venture to think that “ JOE” 
had “talked too much” for some 
months. Silence and absence are in- 
dicated for him. Mr. REED and Mr. 
Smoot will do what can be done in 
a wicked world for Pennsylvania 
interests, 

Senator WATSON’S loyalty to the 
President has been characteristically 
evinced by his cry for general revi- 
sion of the tariff. He is an old 
friend. For his sake, if for no other 
reason, life-long collectors of Wat- 
soniana were glad when the Senate 
closed the shutters for a season. To 
put it brutally, it isn’t pleasant to 
see Senator after Senator, Republi- 
can, Insurgent or Democratic, “ wip- 
ing the floor” with the floor leader. 
MOSES we know, though we had 
great trouble in following him in

HEPESY-HUETERS AT MOSCOW. 


History can cite few political up- 
sets more startling than the revolu- 
tion by which W. Z. FOSTER, consti- 
tuting in his person the entire 
Minority among 106 delegates at the 
annual convention of the American 
Communist party last March, ended 
up by becoming the majority. Yet it 
was quite simple. While the dele- 
gates to the convention were occu- 
pied with whatever it is that occupies 
convention delegates a cable ar- 
rived from Moscow ordering “the 
majority to be made a minority.” 
This naturally threw into confusion 
Mr. LOVESTONB, whose 105 votes 
were being smoothly cast against 
Mr. FOSTER’S one vote. There fol- 
lowed, as described in THE NEW 
YORK TIMES of yesterday, sum- 
monses to Moscow, hearings before 
the Executive Committee of the 
;Communist International, formal 
| condemnation of the heresies of Mr. 
| LOVESTONE and his followers, and 
|the rather picturesque episode of 
the detention of several of the sin- 
ners as “guests” of the Russian 
Communist party—one must not 
offend Senator BoraH by saying 
guests of the Soviet Government. 
Mr. LOVESTONE is now reported to 
have made his escape from Russia, 
his expulsion from the American 
Communist party has been decreed 
at Moscow, and a split in the party 
is regarded as certain. 

That event in itself falls some- 
what short of epoch-making impor- 
tance. Despite the editors of The 
National Republic, it may be asserted 
that the American Communist party 
with its approximately 7,000 mem- 
bers and some scores of thousands 
of votes in the nation does not con- 
stitute a menace. But it is instruc- 
tive, and not unamusing, to find in 
this tiny microcosm reflected and 
re-echoed all the movements and 
battle-cries of the Russian macro- 
cosm. Here are the factions and the 
fractions, the groups, the “ devia- 





tions into petty-bourgeois psychol- 
ogy. But if there is one thing ca- 
pable of evoking cven greater ap- 
plause than the instruments of high 
precision developed by the Comin- 
tern at Moscow for the detection of 
heresy, it is the Comintern’s instru- 
ments of long-distance penetration. 

From its Moscow watch-tower the 
Third International scans and under- 
stands the nations infinitely better 
than they understand themselves. 
Mr. LOVESTONE’S heresy was “ ex- 
ceptionalism’’; he believed that 
America is an exception to the gen- 
eral—Communist—law that capi- 
talism is fast approaching its down- 
fall. But the Comintern at Moscow 
knows better than Mr. LOVESTONE 
on the spot. It has known for sev- 
eral years that ten million Ameri- 
can negroes are only waiting for the 
word from Moscow to rise and sound 
the death knell of American capital- 
ism. It was just as truthfully in- 
formed about fifteen million Mexi- 
can peons and about four hundred 
million Chinese. Holding so firm a 
grasp on the truth about America, 
is it any wonder that the Comintern 
cabled to the American .Communist 
party convention ordering that 105 
Lovestone votes be “made less” 
than one W. Z. Foster vote?

His two hobbies are not so unrelated 
as they might appear. He figures 
that in and about the harbor of New 
York there are 500,000 gulls, and 
that, as they each consume two 
pounds of objectionable material 
every day, the city has cause to be 
grateful to them. 

But it is the Lake Champlain gulls 
that have attracted his special atten- 
tion. He has an article in The Platts- 
burg Republican about them in 
which he develops the thesis that a 
governing body directs the apportion- 
ment of the different groups to the 
| various localities where duty calls, 

some to the harbor, some to the lake 

shore patrol, some to the mouths of 
the rivers. 

At the time of the disastrous Ver- 

mont flood of 1927, hundreds of car- 
| casses of cows and sheep were car- 
ried down the rivers into the lake. 
“The gull guard was at its minimum 
numbers this time of the year on the 
lake,’’ according to Mr. Hatcu, ‘‘but

Whom Bulgaria Lexington, Ohio, 

Delights and Sofia in Bul- 
to Honor. garia there would 
seem to be no pos- 
sible connection. Yet in the Ohio 
town there was born and is buried 
an American journalist whose name, 
as Minister Raperr said on July 4, is 
not only to Bulgarians the symbol 
of America but the symbol of their 
own freedom from the Turks. JAN- 
UARIS ALOYSIUS MacGAHAN, whose 
writings in New York and London 
papers from his hazardous posts as 
war correspondent first attracted the 
attention of Great Britain and Rus- 
sia to the conditions in Bulgaria 
under Turkish invasion, was the 
American who means to Bulgarians 
what LAFAYETTE means to us. 

In a recent issue of La Bulgarie, 
published in French at Sofia, an ac- 
count is given by M. BostcuHey of the 
good works done in Bulgaria by 
those English and Americans among 
whom MacGauHaNn is numbered.

REFUSE DISPOSAL. 


New York Could Learn Much by 

Studying Methods of Other Cities. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The annual outcry from bathers on 
the Jersey shore against New York 
City refuse, which is washed up on 
the beaches, is again in full blast. I 
read early this year of a program of 
new incinerators for New York, 
which, no doubt, when constructed, 
would take care of a large part of 
the refuse that is now dumped into 
the ocean. 

It seems to be characteristic of 
most cities that the facilities for 
refuse disposal are never planned 
far enough in advance to meet re- 
quirements. In this country, where 
in Tormey yectt thers was 62° much 
land available as dumping grounds 
in the immediate vicinity of small 
municipalities, the problem of refuse 
disposal was not difficult at first. 
Now there seems to be a much 
greater interest in the means of effi- 
cient reduction and adequate dis- 
posal of refuse. 

This criticism from bathers may 
tend to rush the construction of the 
new incinerators for New York, but 
I hope that if action is speeded up 
the incinerators will, nevertheless, be 
of the most efficient design. 

I have never made a study of the 
refuse disposal system of New York. 
but this year to satisfy my curiosity 
I visited the two most recently con- 
structed incinerators. One, if not 
both, of these generates sufficient 
steam at certain periods of the year 
to provide considerably more than 
the amount of electricity needed to 
light and operate the plants, even 
though the boilers are very small. 
The rest of the steam is wasted. 
There is no provision through which 
the additional current that could be 
produced might be utilized by any 
other department of the city. In one 
of these plants also the burning of 
coal at certain periods of the year in 
supplementary furnaces seems to be 
required. 

Refuse disposal problems are diffi- 
cult and each city has its special 
problem, but if dumping by scow of 
a large part of the refuse of New 
York is discontinued adequate incin- 
eration facilities for this city would 
represent the largest thing of the 
kind in the world. My slight acquain- 
tance with the present system leaves 
me with the impression that the au- 
thorities of New York could perhaps 
benefit considerably by inspection of 
the system of disposal in Paris as 
well as some other European cities. 
Perhaps this inspection has already 
been made. 

In the Paris plants, with which I 
am most familiar, the steam tur- 
bines run in connection with the in- 
cinerators of the city supply suffi- 
cient current to operate the pumping 
stations of the municipality. There 
is an ‘arrangement with the public 
utilities which serve the city so that 
when there is an oversupply of elec- 
tricity it may be sold to these com- 
panies and when there is an inade- 
quate supply these companies provide 
the additional amount of current re- 
quired for the pumping. stations. 
Some years ago I was on the engi- 
neering staff engaged in the opera- 
tion of the Paris plants. We were then 
designing a new incinerator plant 
which was to have a capacity of con- 
siderably over 1,200 tons in twenty- 
four hours. The power station that 
was planned to run in connection 
with this was provided with three 
steam turbines of 5,000 and one of 
1,000 kilowatts capacity, to be raised 
entirely from the incineration of the 
refuse. I understand that this plant 
is completed and has been in opera- 
tion for some time. . 

A résumé of the typical Paris 
process may interest some of your 
readers: Ashes, garbage and refuse 
are not separated and are collected 
at the same time early in the morn- 
ing in covered auto trucks. Part of 
this refuse is sifted and used as fer- 
tilizer. The metal content:is pressed, 
baled and sold. The remainder is 
burned and, as has already been de- 
scribed, electricity is produced with 
the steam from the boiler plant. 
Finally the clinker or ash is ground 
and made into steam-baked cinder 
brick and block, which are sold. In 
short, the frugality of the French. if 
you will, is nowhere better illustrated 
than in the refuse disposal plants of 
Paris. 

The financial position of this coun- 
try does not excuse wasteful meth- 
ods. Dr. Julius Klein, so active and 
successful in curbing waste, said 
that the mountainous scrap pile of 
America was our pride, or something 
in that vein. Of course he was re- 
ferring specially to the scrapping of 
inadequate and out-of-date machin- 
ery, but if scrap piles of any naturs 
are to.continue to be our pride :t 
behooves us to think also Gi their 
economic disposal.

Document, Ready for Governor Next 
Week, Scores Department’s Deal- 
ings With City Trust. 





Moreland Commissioner Robert 
Moses announced yesterday t'.at hig 
report on his investigation of the 
State Banking Department with ref- 
erence to the City Trust Company 
failure would be in the hands of Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt on Tuesday or 
Wednesday. Notice of the proposed 
action came from Mr. Moses in the 


form of a brief memorandum which 
read: 


The Moreland .report will be 
placed in the hands of Governor 
Roosevelt on Tuesday or Wednes- 
day of next week. he Governor 
will, of course, decide as to its 
release and distribution. 


Although he declined to comment 
on the report or the recommenda- 
tions in advance of delivery to the 
Governor, it became known that the 
document is rather brief and criti- 
cizes the administration of the State 
Banking Department in its dealings 
with the City Trust Company. The 
City Trust Company failed last Feb- 
ruary with a loss said to be in excesg 
of $2,500,000. 

To Ask Changes in Banking Law. | 

It was said that Mr. Moses is 
recommending important changes in 
the State banking laws. Among the 
recommendations is one to tighten 
the statute with reference to the 
selection of bank directors. Other 
recommendations will deal with in- 
crease of salaries for the Superinten- 
dent of Banking and his subor- 
dinates. 

The filing of information against 
Frank H. Warder, former State 
Superintendent of Banking, in the 
Court of Special Sessions yesterday, 
charging him with two misdemean- 
ors, was pareones until after the 
meeting of the extraordinary grand 
jury on July 22. The stponement 
was at the request of Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Harold W. Hastings, 
who informed Justices Kernochan, 
Caldwell and Walling that the State 
wanted the adjournment in order to 
prepare its case. 

The bail of $1,000 on each of the 
charges was continued. The charges 
against Mr. Warder are that he 
failed properly to inspect the books 
of the City Trust Company, and with 
owning stock of the bank. 

District Attorney Pecora said yes- 
terday that there would be no delay 
in presenting the criminal charges to 
the extraordinary grand jury when it 
convenes two weeks from Monday. 
The grand jury will conduct its in- 
quiry under the direction of Supreme 
Court Justice Arthur S. Tompkins, 
who was designated by Governor 
Roosevelt to act in the matter. 

The hearing scheduled before Fed- 
eral Referee in Bankruptcy Henry 
K. Davis, 140 Nassau Street, yester- 
day afternoon, at which Mr, Warder 
was to have been questioned, was 
postponed until 2 o’clock Tuesday 
afternoon. . V. Vincent Labate, 
president of the Federal Securities 
Company; Frederick Ferrari, broth- 
er of Francisco M. Ferrari, late 
president of the City Trust Com- 
pany, and Anthony di Paola, who 
were to have been questioned during 
the afternoon, were instructed to re- 
turn Tuesday. 

The proceedings before Mr. Davis 
are in connection with the bank- 
ruptcy of Lancia Motors of America, 
Inc., in which the late Mr. Ferrari 
was interested. Saul S. Myers, at- 
torney for the Royal Indemnity 
Company, informed Mr. Davis that 
the Moreland hearings have made 
available new evidence which he de- 
sires to go over before the hearings 
are resumed. 


Move for Settlement Denied. 


James A. Beha, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Interna- 
tional Germanic Trust Company, 26 


Broadway, denied yesterday that the 
bank has any interest in a reported 
financial deal with stockholders in 
the City Trust Company or creditors 
of the bank. The International 
Germanic Trust Company is taking 
over the assets of the Mutual Trust 
Company, the organization formed 
to take over the defunct City Trust 
Company and pay off the depositors, 

There were reports yesterday: that 
Mr. Myers had been negotiating 
with a number of Mutual Trust 
Company officials with a view to a 
settlement of the claims of his 
clients against the defunct Ferrari 
concerns. Mr. Beha was emphatia 
in his statement that the Interna- 
tional Germanic Trust had nothing 
to do with any such negotiations. 

At the office of Mr. Myers it was 
said that no definite arrangements 
for settlement had been made and 
that no concrete proposals had been 
made by any of the Mutual Trust 
Company officials.

Herbert Hoover Jr. Sees Officials 
on Air Company’s Assignments.

liabilities, which were estimated at 
about $5,500.000. As yet there has 
heen no evidence disclosed to the 
contrary. 

Experts Are Investigating. 

Three expert accountants, sent here 
from Washington at United States 
Attorney Tuttle’s request, were at 
work on.the firm's books yesterday.

Provision for Departments of 
Justice and Labor Sought in 
New $75,000,000 Plan. 


TO REMODEL WAR BUILDING 


President Expects Saving in Cost 
by Continuous Work to Be 
Completed in Decade. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, July 5.—President 
Hoover today announced that the 
administration had decided to en- 
large its public building program in 


| the Triangle Group, along Pennsyl- 
| vania) Avenue. 


He said Congress 
would be requested to make an addi- 
tional appropriation of $2,500,000 an- 
nually for the next ten years so that 


| there would be no break in the cou- 
| struction of the proposed buildings, 


The President's announcement fol- 
lowed a conference with Secretary 
Mellon. 

Congress has authorized $50,000,000 
for the purchase of land and the 
erection of certain buildings in this 
group, but has made no provision for 
the construction of quarters for the 
Department of Justice, the Labor 
Department and Archives Building 
or for housing independent offices. 


Saving in Cost Seen. 


Under the new proposal the total 


appropriation for the building pru- 
gram would be _ $75,000,000. This 
would afford the government an op- 
portunity to erect the needed build- 
ings without delay and cause a sav- 
ing 1n cost, it was asserted. If con- 
tractors can do the excavating in one 
building while working on another 
and hold together their complete 
working force, the construction can 


, be obtained not only at a lower fig- 


ure, it was stated, but the govern- 
ment’s building program can be car- 


|ried forward more systematically. 


Part of the additional $25,000,000 


|; would be used to make changes in 


the State, War and Navy Building, 
which architects have declared lacks 
distinctive style. Some have de- 
scribed it as a ‘‘monstrosity.’’ Presi- 
dent Hoover said that as far as pos- 
sible this building would be made 
to conform to the architecture of the 
Treasury Building and columns 
would be added. Definite plans for 
the remodeling have not been accept- 
ed by the government architects. 


Would Spread Expense 


It is the hope of the administra- 
tion that all of the buildings can ba 
erected in ten years and, by making 
sufficient appropriations annually, 
this can be done®*without increasing 
expenses too heavily in any fiscal 
year. 

When the models of the buildings 
were shown here on April 25 Presi- 
dent Hoover, in speaking about the 
State, War and Navy Building, said: 

“TI have been vastly interested to 
find that the Congress of that day 
had splendid taste in that they di- 
rected it to be a duplicate of the 
Treasury Building, but the adminis- 
tration delivered it externally over to 
achitectural orgy. I have been lately 
advised that for a comparatively 
modest sum we can bring it back to 
sound classical lines as the Congress 
intended.’’ 


TOY PISTOL WOUNDS BOY.

Details of the brief career of the 
Merchants and Traders Bancshares 
Corporation, parent company of the 
First Call Money Company of Amer- 
ica, which is in process of liquida- 
tion, were revealed yesterday in a 
statement by John H. Allen, who was 
president of the corporation. 

Mr. Allen stated that his connec- 
tion with the company was of only 
three weeks’ duration. At the end of 
that time, finding that public re- 
sponse to the offering of shares had 
been insufficient, in his opinion, to 
warrant going ahead with the project, 
he recommended that the funds col- 
lected should be returned intact to 
those who had subscribed for stock. | 
When this suggestion was not ap- 
proved by a majority of the board of | 
directors Mr. Allen resigned. 

Text of the Statement, 


His statement follows: 

“My connection with the Mer- 
chants and Traders Bancshares Cor- 
poration covered a period of ap- 
proximately three weeks 
veloped from an invitation to at- 
tend a dinner at an uptown hotel, 
at which there were present most 
of those who later appeared as di- | 
rectors of the corporation, at which | 


time the plan and purpose of the: 


corporation were outlined, the or- 


ganization of which had already 
taken place. 

“Most, if not all, of those who 
were present at the dinner agreed 
to serve on the board of directors 
and the meeting was adjourned to 
meet about a week later. Among 
those who attended were represen- 
tative business and professional men, 
and between the two meetings two 
New York Stock Exchange ‘houses 
were represented, one at the first 
and one at the second mecting. 

“At the second meeting practically 
all except perhaps two of the board 
of directors were present, officers 
were elected, and I was asked to 
become president of the company. 
Previous to*the second meeting and 
subsequent to the first one, I was 
told that approximately $2,500,000 of 
the stock had been taken, and I 
think, although I do not know, that 
other directors were told the same 
thing. 

“At the second meeting a con- 
tract was made for the marketing 
of the stock, and the public offer- 
ing took place shortly thereafter. 


Says He Became Uneasy. 
“Within 
the public offering I inquired about 
the procceds of the sale of the shares 


and was told that everything was! 


proceeding satisfactorily and that 
the returns would be made without 
delay. 

“This went along for about a week, 
end on May 22, becoming uneasy. I 
called the board of directors togeth- 
er and told them that if the repre- 
sentations regarding the sale of the 
stock were not correct or if sales 
had been made which had not been 
lived up to that I believed the com- 
pany should either return to those 
who had subscribed and paid for 
shares the amount of the subscrip- 
tion without any deduction or that 
the sale of stock should continue 
and the entire proceeds held intact 
by the company without deduction 
for expenses or commission until 
such time as enough shares had been 
sold to enable the company to be 
declared operative. 

“‘Phis suggestion did not meet with 
the approval of the majority of the 
hoard of directors; therefore, I re- 
signed as president and _ director, 
which fact wes reported in THE 
New York TimMes on May 24. 

“On this date approximately $53,- 


“99 had heen received by the com- | 


rany and had heen held intact: 
therefore those who had subscribed 
and paid for their shares at 
time would have received one hun- 
dred cents on the dollar.”

Weekly Report to Federal Board Shows 





WASHINGTON, July 5.—The con- 
solidated statement of condition of 
the Federal Reserve banks on July 
3, made public by the Federal Re- 
serve Board, shows an increase for 
the week of $88,400,000 in total bills 
and securities, an increase of $108,- 
300,000 in holdings of discounted bills 
being partly offset by decreases of 
$8,900,000 in bills bought in open 
market and of $8,100,000 in United 
States Government securities. Mem- 
ber bank reserve deposits increased 
$36,400,000 and Federal Reserve note 
circulation $77,800,000, while cash re- 
serves declined $31,300,000 and gov- 
ernment deposits $25,600,000. 

Holdings of discounted bills in- 
creased $107,700,000 at the Federal 
Reserve bank of New York, $12,600,- 
000 at Atlanta, $9,500,000 at San 
Francisco and $4,500,000 at St. Louis, 
and declined $24,000,000 at Boston, 
$9,100,000 at Philadelphia and $4,100,- 
000 at Chicago. The system’s hold- 
ings of bills bought in open market 
declined $8,900,000, of Treasury notes 
6,200,000 and of Treasury certifi- 
cates $2,400,000, while holdings of 
— States bonds increased $500,-

serve banks except Cleveland, which 
shows a reduction of $2,300,000, the

Retail Garment Trade Continues

The seasonal recession in business 
activity continued this week, al- 
though production and distribution 
are being carried on at a rate well 
ahead of last year, according to the 
weekly business reviews. The most 
striking development of the week, in 
the opinion of the reviews, was the 
advance in the stock market in spite 
of a 15 per cent call money rate.

Financial statements soon 
to be issued are expected to reveal 
many further gains in corporation 
earnings, and the seasonal recession 
in operations that is logically to be 
looked for now is occurring gradu- 
ally in most instances. 


“More unrest among labor has 


| been witnessed this year and a 
‘threatened strike in the garment 
trades has materialized, yet no seri- 
;Oous and widespread curtailment of 
| public purchesing power is indicated 
by the turnover in the retail field, 
which has responded in a satisfac- 
tory way to a period of sustained 
warm weather. With that favorable 
tendency, accumulated stocks of 
goods have been reduced and nu- 
merous wholesale and producing 
branches have been benefited by 
orders for replenishing of  sup- 
plies. 

“The main dissatisfaction on the 
part of sellers is not with the volume 
of dealings, but rather with the nar- 








rowness of profits on individual 
transactions, the keenness of com- 
petition holding many prices at rela- 
tively low levels. 

“A rise of 144 per cent in the latest 
monthly index number resulted 
almost entirely from the sharp re- 
covery in markets for grains, while 
the slight excess of advances in 
Dun’s list this week is also due to 
changes in foodstuffs. Eliminating 
the latter and excepting hides and a 
few other articles, there has been a 
conspicuous and gratifying lack of 
disturbing price fluctuations, and 
this has been one of the most: potent 
forces in promoting business prog- 
ress.’’

order, signed by Supreme Court Jus- | 
tice McGoldrick, was produced by | 
Nathaniel Cohen, attorney for the | 
association. 

William B. Groat Jr., Deputy At- 
torney General in charge of the in- 
vestigation, adjourned the proceed- | 
ing until July 9 at 10:30 A. M. after | 
Mr. Cohen presented the injunction 
as the first witness was called to 
testify before John Francis Moore, | 
the referee. | 

Justice MecGoldrick’s order is re-| 
turnable Monday at 10 A. M. in Spe- | 
cial Term Part 1 of the Supreme}! 
Court and calls on the Attorney | 
Gencral’s office to show cause why | 
the order of Justice Faber directing 


the investigation should not be va- 
cated. 

An action is now pending in the 
Supreme Court against the associa- 
tion and is based on an order signed 
by Supreme Court Justice Valente 
on June 3 following affidavits alleg- 
ing that the association had com- 
bined with certain labor union offi- 
cials in a conspiracy to monopolize 
and control the business and the 
trucking connected with it. The 
order forbade: interference with the 
activities of independent dealers, 
housewreckers and truckmen. 

Justice Richard P. Lydon last 
week designated former Justice Al- 
fred R. Page to hear arguments at 
his office, 120 Broadway, and it is 
understood the trial will be set Mon- 
day. On the basis of this proceeding, 
Justice McGoldrick issued the re- 
straining order against the Attorney 
General. 

Mr. Cohen, at his office, 2 Lafay- 
ette Street, said that the Attorney 
General’s investigation would 
amount to double jeopardy and that 
it was instituted in ‘‘bad faith” 
when the Attorney General’s office 
was aware of the pending action in 
the Supreme Court. He objected to 
witnesses testifying at the Attorney 
General’s inquiry before doing so in 
the court: action. 

Mr. Groat explained that the court 
action was based on a civil charge 
of conspiracy in which certain indi- 
vidual; asked for injunctive relief 
from tie alleged monopolistic meth- 
ods of the association, and for $500,-

Mr. Mulvany said other shipments 
would be made on Aug. 5 and on 
Sept. 5, which should conclude the 
emergency work and permit the fu- 
ture program to be devoted entirely 
to education of children. Although 
shipments have been leaving month- 
ly, the society is approximately 
2,000,000 pounds short of its quota, 
Mr. Mulvany said, and unless er- 
ican contributors respond for the 
next two shipments, many persons 
will suffer this Winter. Contribu- 
tions should be made before July 20 
for the Aug. 5 shipment to allow 
time for preparing the consignment, 
Mr. Mulvany said. 

The shipment goes to Constan- 
tinople and then to Boston, Russia, 
from which point it is distributed 
to various centres. 

Mr. Mulvany praised milk contri- 
butions by school children of New 
York and said all of the present 
shipment except a few cases was 
given by school. children. The 
clothing and other contributions are 
received daily from throughout the 
United States and stored in the 
United States Army base at the foot 
of Fifty-eighth Street, mings bet 

According to Mr. Mulvany, clothing 
contributions should not be neces- 
sary after the present season.

Argument on the application of the 
Luckenbach Steamship Company in 
the Supreme Court for a permanent
